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the characteristics of good psalm-tunes, the manner of singing 
them, and their proper adaptation to words. Mr. Curwen gave 
lectures on the proportionate vibrations of the tones of the scale and 
chord, and on sympathetic vibration, on the sub-harmonic or differ- 
ential, on the harmonics or partials, and on the application of these 
facts in Natural Philosophy to the doctrine of the major and minor 
chords, and their inversions. He also gave a lecture on a method 
for teaching elementary composition in classes, like the plan which 
Ollendorff and Ahn, and Arnold have made so popular for teaching 
languages. At their first meeting, A. J. Ellis, Esq., F.R.S. gave 
an interesting lecture on Temperament, which he illustrated by 
playing a piece on instruments specially tuned ; firstly, with the 
Greek temperament ; secondly, with the old organ temperament ; 
thirdly, with the modern equal temperament ; and fourthly, with 
perfect intonation, — and at the closing meeting, Mr. Tomlins 
(a Tonic Sol-faist) brought two professional pianoforte players, 
who, with himself at the harmonium, performed several pieces with 
much success. 

The New Year's Concert of Mr. W. H. Davies' 

Choir took place at the Music Hall, Store street, on the 21st ult, when 
a popular selection of music was exceedingly well performed. The 
principal vocalists were Misses Durley, M. Perfect Harding, E. Vine, 
and Mrs. Twemlow : Messrs. Bridge, Bush, Goodacre, Sheppard, 
and Smith. Miss Elizabeth Stirling presided at the pianoforte, and 
Mr. Ellis Roberts contributed two solos on the harp. The concert 
was well attended. 

A Concert was given by the North London 

Choral Association, in the Albion Hall, London Wall, in aid of the 
funds of the Bethnal Green Tabernacle Schools, on Friday evening, 
the 4th ult. The programme consisted of selections from the Messiah 
and Judas Maccabteus, the select choruses of which were rendered to 
the entire satisfaction of all present. The soloists were, Miss 
Denham, Mrs. Kipling, Miss Golding, Miss Lee, and Messrs. Walters, 
Batchelor, Morris, and Simmons. Mr. N. Wake led the band, and 
Mr. R. Bassett conducted. 

The Members of the Cecilan Choir gave a Concert 

at Exeter Hall (the Minor Hall) on Thursday, the 24th ult. The 
programme consisted of solos, sacred and secular, violin and piano- 
forte solos, together with glees, madrigals, and part songs ; amongst 
the latter we may mention as being well rendered, "I lov'd a 
lass," (Roay), and " Lady rise," (Smart). Mr. Walter Robinson 
was an efficient Conductor, and would be still more successful if he 
could induce the members of his choir to pay more attention to his 
beat — the omission to look at the Conductor in one or two of the 
most known choruses prevented some of the parts being taken up 
so well as they otherwise might have been — in other respects the 
concert passed off well and appeared to give satisfaction to a nume- 
rous audience.

He is very 
young, and labours under the misfortune of total blindness : in spite 
of these disadvantages he sang the music well, and with practice 
will doubtless become a good Oratorio singer. Miss Sophia Foote 
and Miss A. Bennett divided the soprano music, the former, though 
suffering from a cold, sang with much taste, and fully deserved the 
hearty applause she obtained for "Rejoice greatly" and "How 
beautiful are the feet" Miss A. Bennett rendered " He shall feed " 
and "I know that my Redeemer liveth" with great purity and 
pathos. The contralto music was taken by Miss Foote and Miss 
M.Bennett, Miss Foote singing "He was despised" admirably, 
her full rich voice telling remarkably well. Miss M. Bennett also 
sang the music allotted her with taste and expression. Mr. Pond, 
who took the bass parts, has a voice of excellent compass and depth, 
and sang " Why do the Nations " carefully and well. The choruses 
went well and steadily, especially "He shall purify," "Lift up 
your heads," &c.

1st ult., a Concert and Reading was given in the National School, 
in aid of the Barnsley sufferers. The speakers were the Rev. J. 
Earnshaw and the Rev. C. Harrison. The vocalists were Miss Hill, 
Miss Lister, Mr. Arnold, and the church choir. Two violin solos 
were also given by Mr. Arnold, of Harrogate, one of which was 
encored. Mr. J. Pickles, organist of the church, presided at the 
pianoforte. 

Bradford. — The Members of the Bradford Festival 

Choral Society, assisted by Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Madame 
Fanny Huddart, Mr. Wilford Morgan, and Mr. L. Thomas, gave a 
performance of the Messiah at St. George's Hall, on the 18th ult., 
which was, on the whole, extremely successful. Madame Lemmens- 
Sherrington was in good voice, and sang extremely well; but the 
local papers from which we extract this report, does not speak in 
the most enthusiastic terms of the new tenor, Mr. Wilford Morgan. 
We hope, however, shortly to have an opportunity of judging of his 
powers in the metropolis, where, no doubt, he will shortly appear. 
The band and chorus went well, under the conductorship of Mr. John 
Burton. Mr. F. C. Atkinson ably presided at the organ ; and the 
band was led by Mr. G. Haddock. 

Bristol. — Costa's Naaman was given on Christ- 
mas-eve for the first time, the principal singers being Madlle. 
Titiens, Madame Rudersdorff, Miss Elton, Mr, Cummings, and Mr. 
Patey ; Mr. H. Blagrove led the band, and Mr. P. J. Smith conducted. 
The band and chorus consisted of about 250 performers. The at- 
tendance was exceedingly numerous. The Anniversary Meeting 

of the Bristol Madrigal Society, which took place on the 17th ult., 
completed the thirtieth year of its existence ; and the concert on 
the occasion was in every respect one of the best yet given by the 
Society. The programme included some of the choicest specimens 
of madrigals, both old and new, and although many of them had 
bsen heard more than once at these entertainments, they were re- 
ceived with the utmost favour by the audience. Macf arren's rattling 
wolf-hunting song preceded Leslie's Prize Madrigal, which certainly 
seems to improve upon acquaintance, and is likely, we think, to take 
a permanent place amongst a class of compositions which, thanks to 
such societies as these, seems to be rather on the increase. Men- 
delssohn's part-song, " Remembrance," Wifbye's "Lady, when I be- 
hold," and Pearsall's " Purple glow," were all given with the utmost 
precision and delicacy ; and the Norse melody, harmonized by Mr. 
Pearsall, produced a perfect furore with the audience. The old ma- 
drigals, too, especially Morley's "My bonnie lass," were sung with 
a genuine feeling for this truly English school of composition ; and 
the " Waits " made an excellent finale to a really good concert. The 
chair was taken by Mr. John Barrett, the senior vice-president, Mr. 
Bleeck being absent from illness. Mr. Daniel Rootham, who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Corfe as conductor, assumed the baton for the second 
time, and proved himself thoroughly competent to fulfil the duties 
of so responsible a position. 

Burslem. — The performance of Handel's Messiah,, 

in the Town Hall, on Tuesday evening, the 1st ult., was the 
greatest success yet achieved by Mr. J. W. Powell's tonic sol-fa 
choirs. The solos, were, with one or two exceptions, most satis- 
factorily rendered, the principals being Madame Talbot Cherer 
Mrs. Brooke, Mr. J. G. Inkersall, and Mr. T. Brandon. The, 
orchestra was composed of twenty-six instrumentalists, selected 
from the best, led by Mr. Cadman, and was of more than average 
efficiency.

The principal feature 
of the concert was the performance of Beethoven's Sonata in C 
minor (for pianoforte and violin), which was executed to such per- 
fection by Madame Eugene Oswald and Mr. Haig, as to rouse the 
audience to perfect enthusiasm.

Hornsey Church, to a most sumptuous supper at the Rev. F. C. 
Webster's ; and afterward presented him with a purse of money, 
subscribed by the inhabitants, as a mark of their esteem on his 
resigning the above named position after ten years' service. 

Hull. — On Thursday evening, the 20th December, 

Mrs. Merest gave a vocal Recital at the Jarratt-street Rooms. The 
programme consisted of a choice selection of sacred and secnlar 
music, the greater portion of the latter being composed by Mrs. 
Merest. Upon the whole the evening was a musical treat of no 
ordinary character, the talented artiste being a most finished 
musician and a first-class vocalist. Some of her contributions were 
most exquisitely given, the aria " Ere infancy's bud had expanded, 1 ' 
Oxenford's well-known ballad, " I'm the genius of the spring," and 

Fitzball's charming little song, "My Fairy," especially. On 

Monday evening, the 21st ult., Miss Maria Wilson gave a Concert 
in the Music Hall, it being the annual one for her beneiit, and like 
its predecessors for several years, it was very successful. She was 
assisted on this occasion by Messrs. Plowman, Hird, Hudson, 
Holmes, and Turner, from York, the last-named gentleman pre- 
siding most ably at the pianoforte. 

Ilfracombe. — A very successful Amateur Concert 

was given at the Town-Hall, on the 17th ult. The programme 
seems to have been of an exceedingly popular character, but appa- 
rently well suited for the audience. We agree with a local report of 
the entertainment that it " abounded in novelties and originalities, ' 
for not only were comic songs, and a "Toy Symphony" given, but 
Mendelssohn's Wedding March was played on " six pianos by 
twelve performers," Rossini's overture to Semiramide, on eight 
pianos by sixteen performers; and so extraordinary was the rage 
for the multiplication of fingers on the key-boards, that even " God 
save the Queen " was accompanied on three pianos, with the addi- 
tion of a violin and hautboy. The music to Macbeth, Professor 
Bennett's elegant pieces, the " Lake, Mill-stream, and Fountain r 
(executed on the pianoforte, as appears by the account furnished us, 
by Mr. J. R. S. Bennett) and Bishop's song, "Bid me discourse," 
sung by Miss Pugsley, seem to be amongst the best items in the 
programme; but the contrasts must have been somewhat violent, 
for we are afterwards told that the audience was " soon in uproari- 
ous laughter " at Mr. Capel's interpretation of the songs " My 
Johnny was a shoemaker," and " The merry little fat man." 

Launceston, Tasmania.— The Roman Catholic 

Church of the Holy Apostles was formally opened on the 7 th No- 
vember, when the musical portion of the service was beautifully 
rendered by the choir, Mr. Thomas Sharp, organist of St. John's 
Church, presiding at the fine organ with his usual skill and taste. 
The Kyrie Eleison, from Mozart's 12th Mass, was especially remark- 
able for precision of execution, as was also the OffertoHum (Inclina 
ad me) by Himmel, The Credo, sung by the celebrant priest, the 



Rev. James Hogan, was taken up by the choir, followed by the 
Sanctus, from Mozart's first Mass, and the Agnus Dei, by Farmer, in 

B flat. The new Chancel, erected at the east end of St John's 

Church was opened on the 23th October, when a very excellent 
choral service was performed. The Venite* Te Beum, and Jubilate 
were sung to Crowdy's Free Chant; and after the third Collect the 
Anthem, " How beautiful upon the mountain," was well given by 
the choir. Several of the Psalms were chanted to Gregorian tones ; 
and at the close of the prayers in the Evening Service, Hymn 244 
(Hymns Ancient and Modern) was sung. It is but fair to mention 
that the choir on this occasion consisted solely of the singers 
attached to the church ; and every credit is due to Mr. Sharp for the 
admirable training to which he had subjected them. 

Leeds. — A Concert was given under the auspices 

of the Town-Hall Concert Society, on the 19th ult., when there was 
a very excellent attendance. The first part consisted of a selection 
from Elyah, accompanied on the grand organ by Dr. Spark, and the 
second part was miscellaneous. The principal vocalists were 
Madlle. Titiens, Madlle. Baumeister, Mr. Tom Hohler, and Mr. 
Santley. It will be unnecessary to dwell upon the efforts of these 
artists in music so thoroughly well known: — suffice it to say that 
the concert was thoroughly successful ; and that, especially in the 
second part, the encores were numerous. A word of praise must be 
given for Signor Pezze, who performed a sonata by Boccherini on 
the violoncello in excellent style. The vocal music was ably accom- 
panied by Signor Bevignani. The Working Men's Annual Soiree 

took place on Monday evening, the 21st ult., in the Victoria Hall, 
the chair being taken by the Mayor (Mr. A. Fairbairn). There 
was as usual a large attendance, and on the platform were besides 
the Mayor, Mr. Baines, M.P., the Rev. Canon Atlay, Rev. J. Blome- 
field, Mr. Aid. Oxley, Mr. Aid. Carter, Messrs. Child, Douglas, and 
Freeman (town councillors), Mr. Irwin, the Rev. A. H. Kelk, the 
Rev. T. R. W. Pearson, Rev. J. Macguinness, Col. Francis, Mr. J. 
Wright, Mr. G. Gibson, Mr. H. Briscall, Mr. W. Ferguson, &c. 
During the evening the singing class of the Working Men's Hall 
gave several glees and choruses in excellent style ; and more than 
once their performances were encored. The popular local vocalists, 
Miss Helena Walker, Mr. Inkersall, and Mr. Dodds were also secured 
for the occasion, and Master T. W. Dodds proved a clever accom- 
panyist. Among the various opportunities of hearing good music 

which the people of Leeds enjoy, none have a better claim on their 
attention than Dr. Spark's Tuesday afternoon organ recitals, and 
Saturday Evening Concerts, at the Town Hall. At the Tuesday 
afternoon recitals, selections from the works of the most classical 
and the most popular composers make up the programmes ; and 
they are always characterised by careful research and good taste. 
On Saturday evenings the organ performances are varied by choral, 
solo, and part-singing by local vocalists of ability; and when it is 
considered that these entertainments are opened to the public at 
almost nominal prices, their advantage as a means of improving the 
popular taste in music can hardly be over estimated. 

Leighton Buzzard. — On Wednesday evening, 

December 26th. after the exhibition of a Christmas tree, and a tea 
meeting in the school-room, a concert was held in the Wesleyan 
Chapel, in aid of the building fund. There were about one 
hundred performers, vocal and instrumental, the principals being 
Miss Annette Hirst, Miss Alice Golding, Mr. Crome, and Mr. H. 
Stratford. Mr. C. D. Mortimer, organist of All Saints' Church, 
Leighton, presided at the pianoforte, and Mr. H. Watts, of 
Dunstable, at the harmonium ; while Mr. E. Stratford acted as con- 
ductor.

The orchestral part of the pro- 
gramme consisted of Mozart's grand Sinfonia in C (No. 6), Sulli- 
van's overture The Sapphire Necklace, Meyerbeer's overture to 
Dinorahi and Wagner's March in Tannfiawer; all of which were, as 
usual excellently performed. Among the solo vocal muslcMr. Santley's 
fine rendering of Gounod's " Nazareth " must be especially chroni- 
cled, as well as his and Madlle. Titiens' charming performance of
